An  Act  Respecting  Fisheries 
And  Fishing

(Assented  to  25th  February,  1899.) 

HER  MAJESTY,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Quebec,  enacts 
as  follows : 

I.  R.  S.,  arts.  1374  to  1395,  replaced. 

Section  seventh  of  chapter  six  of  title 
fourth  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  comprising 
articles  1374  to  1395,  inclusively,  as  well 
as  the  laws  amending  the  same,  is  repealed 
and  replaced  as  follows : 

"SECTION  VII 
FISHERY  ACT. 
§  i.—INTERPRETATIVE  PROVISIONS. 
"1374.  Name  of  act. 

This  act  may  be  designated  and  cited  as 
the  "Quebec  Fisheries  Act." 

"1374a.  Interpretation: 

The  following  words,  wherever  used  in 
this  section  or  in  the  regulations  or  instruc- 


tions  under  the  provisions  thereof,  have 
the  signification  hereinafter  assigned  ,to 
them : 

1.  Provincial  waters. 

The  words  "provincial  waters"  mean  and 
include  the  seas,  gulfs,  bays,  rivers,  lakes 
and  water-courses  within  the  limits  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec  over  which  this  Legis- 
lature has  jurisdiction,  or  which  belong  to 
the  Province,  whether  they  are  or  are  not 
under  lease  or  license; 

2.  Minister. 

The  word  "Minister"  means  the  Min- 
ister of  Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries. 
R.  S.  Q.,  1236;  60  v.,  ch.  22,  sec.  10. 

3.  Fishery  overseer. 

The  words  "fishery  overseer"  designate 
every  person  invested  with  the  powers  of 
such  office.  R.  S.  Q.,  1374. 

4.  Lease,  fishing  lease. 

The  words  "lease"  or  "fishing  lease"  de- 
signate the  deed  of  lease  of  the  lands 
bordering  on  or  enclosing  non-navigable 
waters,  for  the  purpose  of  rod  and  line 
fishing  on  the  said  waters.  They  also  de- 
signate the  deed  of  lease  for  the  same  pur- 
pose of  the  navigable  portion  of  a  salmon 
river  whereof  a  part  is  not  navigable. 

,  5i  License. 

The  words  "license"  or  "fishing  license" 


designate  the  title  conferring  the  right  to 
fish  and  to  carry  on  fisheries  in  the  por- 
tions of  the  navigable  or  non-navigable 
waters  therein  described,  by  means  of  lines, 
nets,  seines  and  other  apparatus  or  instru- 
ments not  prohibited  by  law  or  the  regula- 
tions. 

6.  Special  license. 

The  words  "special  license"  designate 
the  authorization  conferring,  upon  a  person 
not  domiciled  in  the  Province,  the  right 
to  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  Province  in 
conformity  with  the  law  and  regulations. 

7  Inspector  of  fisheries. 

The  words:  "inspector  of  fisheries"  mean 
any  person  vested  with  the  attributes  of 
such  office."  6  Ed.  VII,  ch.  i8,  sec.  i. 

§2.— FISHING. 

"1375.  Line  fishing  and  rod  and  line  fish- 
ing.— Licenses  for  all  other  manners  of  fish- 
ing. 

Line  fishing  and  rod  and  line  fishing  are 
alone  permitted  in  navigable  waters,  and 
rod  and  line  fishing  only  is  permitted  in 
the  non-navigable  waters  of  the  Province. 

For  any  other  mode  of  fishing  a  license 
under  article  1391  is  required. 

2.  Residents  do  not  require  license. 


"Persons  having  their  domicile   in  the 


Province  do  liot  require  a  license  to  fish 
with  rod  and  line  or  with  a  line,  as  the  Case 
may  be,  in  the  waters  of  the  Province 
which  are  not  under  lease."  6  Ed.  VII,  ch.

3.  Strangers  require  license. — Fee  deter- 
mined by  Minister. 

Any  person,  not  having  his  domicile  in 
the  Province,  who  desires  to  fish  therein, 
must,  before  beginning  to  fish,  procure  a 
special  license  to  that  effect  from  the  Mi- 
nister or  from  any  person  authorized  for 
that  purpose. 

*'The  fee  required  is  determined  in  each 
case  by  the  Minister,  but  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars."  6.  Ed.  VII,  ch.  18, 
sec.  2. 

4.  Duration  of  license. 

Licenses  are  valid  only  for  the  time, 
place  and  persons  therein  indicated.  R.  S. 

Q.,  1378,  §  4. 

§  3.— FISHING  LEASES  AND 
LICENSES. 

L— GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

"1376.  Leases  and  licenses  for  nine  years 
may  be  issued  by  Minister. — For  longer 
time,  to  be  issued  under  order  in  council. 

The  Minister  may,  wherever  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  fish  does  not  exist,  grant 
leases  authorizing  fishing  in  the  non-navig- 


able  rivers  and  lakes  in  the  Province,  or 
issue .  licenses  authorizing  "fishing  in  the 
waters  of  the  Province,  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding nine  years. 

Leases  or  licenses  for  a  longer  time,  but 
not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  are  granted  or 
issued  only  under  the  authority  of  theLieu- 
tenant-governor  in  Council.  R-  S.  Q.,  1375; 
R.  S.  C,  ch.  95,  sec.  4. 

"1377.  Control  of  fishing  rights  by  the 
Minister  for  the  purpose  of  administration. 

The  Minister  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
owners  and  for  the  purposes  of  manage- 
ment only,  assume  the  control  of  fishing 
rights  pertaining  to  granted  lands  situate 
along  any  of  the  provincial  waters,  with  a 
view  of  giving  them  greater  value,  or  of 
leasing  the  same  or  of  issuing  licences  res- 
pecting the  sam.e,  as  the  case  may  be,  in 
conjunction  with  those  pertaining  to  un- 
granted  lands  along  such  waters.  R.  S.  Q., 
1377,  §  I. 

"1378.  Conditions  imposed  upon  tenants 
and  licensees. 

Tenants  and  licensees  shall  comply  with 
the  federal  and  provincial  laws  and  the  re- 
gulations from  time  to  time  made  and  the 
fees  fixed  by  the ,  Governor  in  council  or 
the  Liieutjenant-Governor  in  council,'  and 
also  with  the  conditions  and  restrictions  of 
their  leases  or  licenses.  6  Ed.  VII,  ch.  18, 
sec.  3. 


II.— FISHING  LEASES  IN  NON-NAV- 
IGABLE RIVERS  AND  LAKES. 


"1379.  Reserve  for  fishing  purposes. — 
Depth  may  be  reduced,  etc. — Lease  of  such 
lands. — Salmon  river  in  part  navigable. 

Sales  and  gratuitous  grants  of  lands  be- 
longing to  the  Crown  are  subject  to  a  re- 
serve, for  fishing  purposes,  of  three  chains 
in  depth  of  the  lands  bordering  on  non- 
navigable  rivers  and  lakes  in  the  Province. 

The  Minister  may,  however,  reduce  the 
depth  of  the  said  reserve,  or  renounce 
thereto,  in  the  case  of  sales  of  islands  and 
of  lands  of  small  extent  or  when  he  may 
consider  it  in  the  public  interest. 

Such  lands,  as  well  as  those  already  re- 
served for  that  purpose,  may  be  leased  in 
the  manner  provided  by  article  1376.  R.  S. 

Q;  1375,  §§  I.  2- 

When  a  salmon  river  is  partly  navigable 
and  partly  non-navigable,  the  navigable 
portion  thereof  may  be  leased  with  the  non- 
navigable  portion  or  by  a  separate  lease. 

"1380.  Leases  of  lands  conferring  fishing 
rights  to  whom  granted. 

The  leases  of  lands  conferring  fishing 
rights  are  made  in  the  name  of  one  person 
or  of  a  club  incorporated  under  a  special 
charter  or  under  section  second  of  chapter 
fifth  of  title  eleventh  of  these  Revised  Sta- 
tutes respecting  clubs  for  the  protection  of 
fish  and  game.    R.  S.  O.V  1376,  §  4. 


"i38i-  Nullity  of  leases  of  lands,  if  com- 
prised in  one  already  granted. 

If,  in  consequence  of  any  incorrectness 
in  the  survey,  or  other  errors  or  causes 
whatsoever,  it  be  discovered  that  a  lease 
includes  lands  already  comprised  in  a  lease 
of  a  prior  date,  the  lease  last  granted  is 
null  in  so  far  as  it  concerns  such  lands;  and 
the  holder  or  possessor  of  such  lease  thus 
annulled  in  part  shall  have  no  right  to  claim 
an  indemnity  or  compensation  for  the  fact 
that  his  lease  has  become  partially  null.  R.

"1382.  Payment  of  rent. 

The  rent  shall  be  paid  in  advance,  and 
any  lessee  who  fails  so  to  pay  in  advance 
shall  not  have  a  right  to  the  renewal  of 
his  lease.    R.  S.  Q.,  1376,  §  7,  part. 

"1383.  Rights  of  lessee. — Right  of  pass- 
age reserved  for  certain  purposes. 

The  lease  confers  upon  the  lessee,  for 
the  time  therein  determined,  the  right  to 
take  and  retain  exclusive  possession  of  the 
lands  therein  described,  subject  to  the  re- 
gulations, fees  and  restrictions  which  may 
be  established,  and  gives  him  the  exclusive 
right  to  fish  in  the  waters  fronting  on  such 
lands  in  conformity  with  the  provincial  and 
federal  laws,  fees  and  regulations,  then  in 
force,  and  also  to  prosecute  in  his  own 
name  any  illegal  possessor  or  offender 
against  any  provision  of  this  act,  and  to 


recover  damages,- jif-r:Such  exist,,  but  not 
against  any  person^  pass  over 

such  lands  or  the  adjacent  waters,  or  who 
engaged '  in  any  occupation  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  nor 
against  the  holder  of  a  license  to  cut  tim- 
ber, who  has,  at  all  times,  in  accordance 
with  his  license,  the  right  to  cut  and  re- 
move trees,  lumber  and  saw-logs  and  other 
timber,  within  the  limits  of  his  license,  and, 
during  the  term  thereof,  to  make  use  of 
any  floatable  river  or  v/ater-course,  or  of 
any  lake,  pond  or  other  body  of  water  and 
the  banks  thereof  for  the  conveyance  of  all 
kinds  of  lumber  and  for  the  passage  of  all 
boats,  ferries  and  canoes  required  therefor, 
subject  to  the  charge  of  repairing  all  dam- 
ages resulting  from  the  exercise  of  such 
right. 

The  general  right  of  passage  to  and 
from  the  water  shall  also  be  reserved  in 
leases  in  favor  of  the  occupants,  if  any, 
under  title  from  the  Crown,  of  lands  im- 
mediately in  rear  of  those  leased-  R.  S.  Q., 
1376,  §  2.  6  Ed.  VII,  ch.  18,  sec.  4. 

"1383a.  Occupants  to  allow  passage  by 
lessees. 

The  occupants  mentioned  m  the  fore- 
going article  are  aJ&o  , -bound  to  allow  les- 
sees of  a  fi&hing  reserve  who  haye  no 
means  of  issue  to  the  public  highways  to 
pass  over  their  lands  at  the  most  suitable 
spot  and  where  the  least  damage  can  be 
done.    If  the  parties  cannot  asri  ee  as  to  the 


place  to  be  chosen  and  the  indeiiinity  to  be 
paid,  the  whole  shall  be '.submitted  to  the 
decision  of  the  Lieutenatlt-Gbvernor  in 
Council."  6  Ed.  VIT,  ch.  i8,  se'C:  5. 

"1384.  Confiscation  of  fish  caught  without 
permission  of  lessee,  etc. 

If  any  person,  without  the  permission  of 
the  lessee,  or  his  representatives,  fishes  or 
causes  any  other  person  to  fish,  or  assist 
him  in  fishing  in  waters  in  front  of  land 
leased,  he  shall  not  acquire  any  right  to 
the  fish  so  caught,  which  may  be  forfeited 
and  become  the  absolute  property  of  the 
lessee,  and  such  person  shall  therefor  be 
liable  to  the  fine  or  the- imprisonment  men- 
tioned in  article  1394m.  R.  S.  Q.,  1376,  §  3. 

"1384a.  Reserve  of  lakes  in  new  town- 
. ships,  etc 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  shall 
reserve,  in  each  new  township,  one  or  more 
lakes  or  rivers  in  which  the  residents  of 
such  township  may  freely  fish,  for  the  sub- 
sistence of  themselves  and  their  family 
only,  by  complying  with  the  laws  in  force 
on  the  subject,  and  such  reserve  shall  con- 
tinue to  exist  until  the  lands  bordering  on 
such  lakes  or  rivers  shall  be  sold.  R.  S.  Q., 
1376,  §  3- 

"1385.  Guardians  to  be  appointed  by 
lessees. — Responsibility  of  lessees  for  dam- 
age, etc. 

Each  lessee  shall  be  bound  to  establish 
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and  maintain,  in  the  territory  covered  by 
his  lease,  an  efficient  guardianship,  to  se- 
cure a  complete  protection  of  the  fishery 
rights  belonging  to  him. 

He  shcill  further  be  answeraole  for  dam- 
ages caused,  by  himself  or  by  the  persons 
under  his  control,  to  the  timber  growing  on 
said  territory,  or  on  the  ad j^ln^^ng  territory, 
either  from  waste  or  from  want  of  suffi- 
cient precaution  in  lighting,  watching  over 
or  putting  out  fires ;  and  it  shall  be  incum- 
bent on  him,  in  case  of  damage  done  by 
fire,  to  prove  that  all  necessary  precautions 
have  been  taken.  R.  S.  Q.,  1376,  §  5.  ^ 

"1386.  Revocation  of  leases  in  certain 
cases. — Effect  of  revocation. 

Excessive  or  wasteful  fishing  or  fishing 
during  prohibited  seasons  shall  also  involve 
the  cancellation  of  the  lease  covering  the 
waters  in  which  it  has  taken  place,  with  the 
knowledge  or  participation  of  the  lessee. 

The  lessee,  who  has  been  so  guilty,  shall 
not  obtain  another  lease  or  license  to  fish 
within  the  limits  of  the  Province  during 
the  five  years  which  follow  such  cancella- 
tion of  lease.    R.  S-  O.,  1376,  §  8. 

"1387.   Subletting   Hot   allowed,  except 
upon  permissipri:— Fee  on  transfer. 

No  lessee  or  his  representative  shall  have 
the  right  to  sublet  any  privilege  granted 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
without  first  notifying  the  Department  of

Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries,  and  re- 
ceiving the  written  consent  of  the  Minister 
or  of  son.e  other  person  authorized  to  give 
such  consent. 

For  receiving  any  such  transfer,  a  fee  of. 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  shall  be  exacted. 
R.  S.  O.,  1376,  §  9;  4  Ed.  VII,  ch.  15,  sec.  i.' 

"1388.  Revocation  of  leases  in  certain 
cases. 

The  lease  of  any  person  convicted  of  an 
infringement  of  this  section  or  of  any  re- 
gulation under  it,  may  be  annulled  by  the 
Minister.    R.,  S.  Q.,  1376,  §  7,  in  Une. 

"1389-  Annual  return  to  Department  by 
lessee. — Penalty  if  return  not  made,  etc. 

The  lessee  shall  be  obliged  to  transmit  to 
the  Department  of  Colonization,  Mines  and 
'Fisheries,  on  or  before  the  first  of  Januar}^ 
following  the  close  of  an  angling  season,  a 
statement  of  the  number  and  weight  of  fish 
caught  in  the  water  afifected  by  . such  lease. 
R.  S.  Q.,  1376,  §  6;  4  Ed.  VII,  ch.  15,  sec.  i. 

Any  default  to  transmit  such  statement 
within  the  prescribed  time,  or  the  transmis- 
sion of  a  false  or  inexact  statement,  ren- 
ders the  lessee  liable  to  the  penalty  pre- 
scribed by  the  preceding  article. 

"1390.  Indemnity  to  be  paid  by  new  lessee 
to  former  lessee. — How  value  to  be  fixed, 
etc. — Payment  by  new  lessee  for  building, 
etc. 

Whenever  any  lease  of  lands  previously

under  lease  to  any  person  is  granted  to 
another  ■person,  the  new  lessee  shall  be 
bound  to  indemnify  the  previous  lessee  for 
the  real  value  of  the  buildings  or  useful 
improvements  existing  on  the  leased  land, 
which  must  not  eixceed  the  cost  of  the 
buildings  or  improvements  which  he  would 
have  to  make  for  his  own  use  during  the 
existence  of  his  lease. 

Such  value,  in  case  of  difference  of  opin- 
ion is  definitely  fixed  and  determined  by 
the  Minister,  and  the  new  lessee  sha^l  not 
be  entitled  to  receive  his  lease  until  he  har, 
furnished  proof  that  he  has  so  indemnified 
the  previous  lessee,  provided  that  the  latter 
has  sent  in  his  claim  to  the  Minisier  with- 
in a  delay  of  one  month  after  notice  on 
behalf  of  the  new  lessee  so  to  do.  R  S. 
O.,  1376,  §  I,  part. 

''Should  the  previous  lessee,  however, 
cease  of  his  own  accord  to  continue  his 
lease  or  should  he  refuse  to  renew  the  same 
on  the  expiry  thereof-  the  new  lessee  shall 
be  bound  to  pay  only  the  actual  cost  or 
actual  value  of  the  necessary  buildings  or 
improvements.  In  the  event  of  a  difference 
of  opinion,  such  value  shall  be  determined 
in  the  manner  indicated  in  the  foregoing 
clause."  6  Ed.  VII,  ch.  18,  sec.  6. 

TIL_FISHING    LICENSES    IN  PRO- 
VINCIAL WATERS. 

"1391.  Rights  conferred  by  license. 

A  fishing  license  confers  on  the  holder 
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the  exclusive  right  of  fishing  in  every  man- : 
ner  authorized  by  law,  within  the  limi.s 
therein  described,  but  does  not  prevent 
third  parties  ifrom  taking  bait  tjiere  for 
cod  fishing,  or  from  angling  for  other  pur- 
poses than  for  trade.  R.  S.  C,  ch.  95,  sec. 
14,  §  I,  in  part. 

"1392.  Payment  for  licenses. — Forfeiture 
of  license. 

Licenses  must  be  paid  for  in  advance. 

Any  licensee  found  guilty  of  a  violation 
of  this  act,  or  of  any  regulation  made  there- 
under, shall  be  liable  to  forfeit  his  license. 
R.  S.  C,  ch.  95,  sec.  21,  §  3. 

"1393-  Penalty  for  fishing,  etc.,  without 
permission. 

Saving  the  provision  of  article  1391,  every 
one  who  fishes  for,  takes  or  kills  fish  in 
any  water,  or  along  any  beach,  or  within 
any  fishing  limits  described  in  any-  license, 
or  who  places,  uses  or  keeps  therein  any 
fishing  gear  or  apparatus,  without  permis- 
sion from  the  licensee,  or  who  disturbs  or 
injures  any  fishery,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and 
costs  and,  in  default  of  payment,  to  impri- 
sonment not  exceeding  two  months,  and  the 
fishing  apparatus  so  used  and  all  fish  so 
taken  shall  be  confiscated.  R.  S.  C,  ch.  95, 
sec.  14,  §  I,  in  part. 

"1394.  Disputes  as  to  fishing  limits. 

'Disputes   •^'^llatfive  ito  fishing  limits  or 
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claims  to  fishirrg  stations,  or  relative  to  the 
position  of  nets  or  other  fishing  apparatus 
shall  be  settled  by  the  local  fishery  overseer, 
but  his  decision  may,  however,  be  revised 
by  the  Minister  on  appeal  being  taken  to 
him  within  a  reasonable  delay."  6  Ed.  VII, 
ch.  i8,  sec.  7. 

"1394a.  Distance  between  fisheries  and 
removal  of  apparatus.  ^ 

"Any  fishery  overseer  may,'  subject  to 
the  appeal  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  ar- 
ticle, determine  or  prescribe  the  distance 
between  every  fishery,  and  may  forthwith 
remove  any  fishing  apparatus  which  the 
owner  neglects  or  refuses  to  remove;  and 
such  owner  shall  moreover  be  guilty  of  an 
infringement  of  this  section  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  cost  of  removing  such 
fishing  apparattls-"  6  Ed!  VII,  ch,  18,  sec.  8. 


§  4.— SALMON  FISHERIES. 

"  1394b.  Licenses  not  to  be  issued  for 
salmon  within  certain  distance  of  certain 
rivers. 

No  fishing  license  authorizing  fishing  for 
salmon  shall  be  issued  unless  at  a  distance 
of  five  hundred  yards,  measured  in  a 
straight  line,  from  the  mouth  of  any  river 
or  water-course  up  which  salmon  go  to 
spawn.  R.  S.  C,  ch.  ,95,  sec.  8,  §  10. 
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**i394C.  Definition  of  tidal  boundary,  etc. 
—No  license  to  ^  fish  saligj,9n  in  such  estua- 
ries.— Exception. 

The  Minister  or  any  person  authorized 
by  him  for  that  purpose  may,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  section,  define  the  tidal  bound- 
ary of  estuary  fishing-  for  each  river;  arid 
he  shall  not  issue  any  license  authorizing 
fishing  for  salmon  in  such  estuaries. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
may,  however,  permit  the  granting  thereof 
for  such  estuaries  of  rivers  as  he  may  deem 
expedient  to  indicate.  R.  S.  C-,  ch.  95,  sec. 
8,  §  6,  in  part. 

"i3g4cc.  Maps  of  estuaries.— Effect  af 
map. 

The  Minister  may  cause  to  be  prepared 
and  certified  a  map  of  the  estuary  of  each 
river  upon  which  shall  be  established  the 
limits  of  the  estuary  as  also  the  limits  of 
five  hundred  yards,  on  each  side  of  the 
river. 

Such  plan,  when  certified  by  him,  shall 
definitely  establish  such  limits  and  shall 
admit  of  no  proof  to  the  contrary. 

§  5.— OYSTER-BEDS. 

"i394d.  Licenses  for  oyster-beds. — Privi- 
leges of  licensees. — Penalty  for  fishing 
without  permission. 

The  Minister  may  grant  licenses  for  any 
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term  of  years,  not  .exceeding  fifteen,  to  any 
person  who  wishes  to  plant  or  form  oyster- 
beds  in  provincial  waters ;  and  the  holder 
of  any  such  license  shall  have  the  exclusive 
right  to  the  oysters  "produced  or  found  in 
such  oyster-beds  within  the  limits  of  such 
license. 

Whoever  fishes  in  such  limits,  or  who 
makes  use  of  any  fishing  apparatus  therein 
whilst  the  said  license  is  in  force  without 
the  written  permission  of  a  fishery  overseer, 
or  of  the  licensee,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  and 
costs,  and,  in  default  of  payment,  to  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  four  months.  R. 
S.  C,  ch.  95,  sec.  21,  §  4.

§  6.— SHELL-FISH. 

"13946.  Licenses  for  shell-fish,  etc. 

Shell-fish  fisheries  and  the  issue  of  li- 
censes relative  to  such  fisheries,  are  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  section  and 
to  the  regulations  made  thereunder.  R.  S. 
C*.  ch.  95,  sec.  21,  §  7. 

§  7.— WATERS  RESERVED  FOR  THE 
PROPAGATION  OF  FISH. 

"r394f.  Reserve  for  natural  or  artificial 
propagation  of  fish. 

The  Minister  may  authorize  the.  reserving 
or  leasing  of  any  river  or  other  water  for 
the  natural  or  artificial  propagation  of  fish; 
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and  every  person  who  wilfully  destroys  or

"Every  inspector,  every  game-keeper  and 
every  special  officer,  is  authorized  to  enter, 
without  a  warrant,  any  vessel,  boat,  shed, 
car,  or  other  construction,  saving  those 
coming  within  the  provision  of  the  preced- 
ing clause,  to  search  iot  .teuclxi  game,  furs,' 
or  skins,  and,  for  that  purpose,  may  cause 
to  be  opened,  or,  in  case  of  refusal,  may 
himself  open  any  door  giving  access  to  any 
such  vessel,  boat,  shed,  car  or  other  con- 
struction, as  well  as  "any  door  in  the  inte- 
rior thereof."

''No  person,  not  domiciled  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  can  hunt  therein  unless  he 
holds  a  special  license." 

1.  General  license. 

A  general  license,  authorizing  the  hunt- 
ing or  shooting  of  all  the  birds  and  animals, 
the  hunting  or  shooting  whereof  is  regu- 
lated by  this  section,  with  the  exception  of 
those  mentioned  in  article  1401. 

2.  License  for  fur-bearing  animals. 

A  license,  respecting  fur-bearing  and. 
other  animals,  authorizing  the  hunting  of 
the  animals,  the  hunting  whereof  is  regu- 
lated by  articles  1396,  1399,  1401c  and  i40ie. 

3.  License  for  wild  birds. 

A  license,  respecting  wild  birds,  au- 
thorizing the  hunting  or  shooting  of  the 
birds,  the  hunting  and  shooting  whereof  is 
regulated  by  articles  1401  ^nd  I40if. 

4.  License  for  wild  birds  in  Gulf  of  St. 
Lawrence. 

A  license,  respecting  the  same  wild 
birds,  authorizing  the  hunting  and  shoot- 
ing thereof  in  and  over  the  islands,  bays, 
dunes  or  foreshores  of  the  Gulf  of  St 
Lawrence.  R.  S.  Q.,  1415;  59  V.,  ch.  20, 
sec.  8;  6  Ed.  VII,  ch.  19,  sec.  22. 
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"141 6.  By  whom  licenses  are  issued,  etc., 
fee  therefor. — Reduction  of  fee  in  certain 
cases. 

Every  such  license  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Minister,  or  by  any  other  person  design- 
ated by  him,  upon  payment  of  fees  accord- 
ing to  the  tariff  established  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in  Council. 

The  fee  may  be  reduced  if  the  license  is 
issued  to  a  member  of  any  fish  and  game 
club,  which  is  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  the  Province,  and  has  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  such  daws ;  but  on  condition 
that  such  club  is  lessee  of  a  hunting  re- 
serve in  accordance  with  article  1417a.

"Every  hunting  or  shooting  license  shall 
be  personal.  It  must,  in  order  to  be  valid, 
be  endorsed  with  the  signature  of  the  per- 
son to  whom  it  is  issued,  it  shall  be  good 
for  the  hunting  or  shooting  season  for 
which  it  is  issued,  and  shall  confer  upon  the 
holder  thereof  the  right  to  hunt  or  shoot 
the  animals  and  birds  for  which  it  is  grant- 
ed, in  the  manner  permitted  by  this  section. 
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"The  holder  of  the  license  shall,  at  all 
reasonable  times,  wh6n  required,  exhibit 
the  same  to  any  inspector,  game-keeper,  or 
other  special  officer,  under  penalty  of  the 
forfeiture  of  the  license,  without  prejudice 
to  the  penalties  enacted  by  article  1410."

"1416b.  Provisions  respecting  tags,  and 
their  use.

"1417.  Licenses  for  scientific  and  breed- 
ing purposes.

The  Minister  may  grant  written  licenses 
to  any  person,  bona  fide  desirous  of  ob- 
taining birds'  eggs  or  fur-bearing  or  other 
animals  for  scientific  or  breeding  purposes 
during  the  close  season. 

Persons  not  domiciled  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec  shall,  for  such  licenses,  pay  a  fee 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  five  dollars,  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Minister  according  to  the 
number  and  importance  of  the  objects  such 
licenses  are  applied  for.

"  1417a.  Hunting  territories  may  be  set 
apart.

''From  and  out  of  the  public  lands  re-

cil, upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Mi- 
nister, to  erect  hunting  territories,  which 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  two  hundred  square 
miles  each,  provided  such  lands  are  not 
subdivided  into  lots  or  are  unfit  for  cul- 
tivation. 

"The  Minister  may  lease,  either  by  auc-

"1417c.  Confiscation  of  game  killed  with- 
out permission  of  lessee,  etc. — Penalty. 

If  any  person,  without  the  permission  of 
the  lessee  or  his  representatives,  hunts  or 
causes  any  other  person  to  hunt,  or  assists 
him  in  hunting  on  the  lands  leased,  he  shall

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"141  yd.  License  for  keeping  cold  storage 
warehouses,  etc. — Application  and  contents 
thereof. — Description  in  licenses. — When 
game  not  to  be  received. — Inspection  of 
such  cold  storage  warehouses,  etc. — Burden 
of  proof  as  to  game,  etc. — Penalty  for  con- 
travention of  article. — Return  to  Minister 
by  licensees. 

TJie  Minister  may,  upon  payment  to  him 
of  a  fee  according  to  a  tariff  established  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  grant 
to  any  person,  company  or  corporation 
keeping  cold  storage  warehouses  or  to  any 
hotel  or  restaurant  keeper  or  to  any  club, 
ai]  annual  license  permitting  of  the  keep- 
ing in  such  cold  storage  warehouses  or  in 
refrigerators,  during  the  close  season,  game 
to  be  used  as  food,  and  in  addition,  if  it 
concerns  a  hotel,  restaurant  or  club,  to 
serve  for  consumption  therein,  during  the 
close  season,  all  game  of  which  the  sale  is 
not  prohibited  in  virtue  of  article  1400a,  or 
1420,  provided  that  in  all  such  cases  the 
game  has  been  lawfully  taken  or  killed 
during  the  time  when  hunting  is  permitted. 

The  application  for  the  license  must  be 
in  writing  and  give  a  description  of  the 
place  in  which  such  game  is  to  be  stored. 

The  license  describes  the  place  for  which 
it  is  granted,  gives  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person,  company,  corporation  or  club 
licensed,  specifies  the  year  for  which  it  is 
issued,  and  is  signed  by  the  Minister  and 
countersigned  by  the  game  superintendent. 
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All  persons,  companies,  corporations  or 
clubs  licensed  in  virtue  of  this  article,  are 
prohibited  from  receiving,  after  the  end  of 
the  fifteenth  day  following  the  commence- 
ment of  the  close  season,  any  game  for  the 
purpose  of  placing  it  in  refrigerators  or  of 
selling  it  for  consumption  under  this  ar- 
ticle. 

"Every  person,  company,  corporation  or 
club  holding  a  license  under  this  article 
shall,  within  eight  days  after  the  fifteenth 
day  from  the  beginning  of  the  close  season, 
send  to  the  Department  of  Colonization, 
Mines  and  Fisheries,  a  sworn  statement  in 
duplicate  of  the  number  and  kinds  of  game 
it  has  in  its  cold  storage  warehouses  and 
refrigerators- 

''Every  inspector,  game-keeper  or  other 
special  officer  authorized  by  the  Minister 
may,  at  reasonable  hours,  inspect  such 
warehouses  and  refrigerators,  and  seize 
therein  any  game  he  has  reason  to  believe 
to  have  been  taken  or  killed  during  the 
close  season  or  by  any  unlawful  means  or 
having  been  received  after  the  end  of  the 
fifteenth  day  following  the  commencement 
of  the  close  season,  and  bring  it  before  a 
'justice  of  the  peace  who,  if  the  law  has  been 
infringed,  shall  declare  the  whole  or  par'; 
thereof  confiscated  for  the  benefit  of  the 
province. 

The  proof  that  game  stored  or  sold  f^r 
consumption  under  this  article  was  law- 
fully killed  or  1-aken  durin.cr  the  time  when 
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hunting  is  permitted,  or  that  it  has  not  been 
received  for  storage  or  for  sale  for  con- 
sumption after  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  day 
following  the  commencement  of  the  close 
season,  is  at  the  charge  and  expense  of  the 
person,  company  or  corporation  keeping 
the  cold  storage  warehouse,  or  of  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  hotel  or  restaurant,  or  of  the 
club,  in  which  the  game  is  found. 

Every  person,  company,  corporation  or 
club  receiving  game  for  storage  or  for  sale 
for  consumption  or  storing  game  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  at  least, 
and  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  i 
Ed.

All  Crown  land  agents  or  Crown 
timber  agents  and  all  wood-rangers,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Minister,  are,  while  in  office 
as  such,  ex  officio,  game-keepers  for  the  di- 
vision under  their  respective  superinten- 
dence, and  are  not  entitled  to  any  addi- 
tional salary  for  such  service.

''Every  inspector  shall,  every  two  months,

"1420a.  Rules  and  regulations  may  be 
made  by  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.

the  peace,  before  granting  the  certificate, 
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has  caused  the  ears  and  scalp  to  be  cut  off 
the  wolf's  head  and  burned."  6  Ed.  VII,  ch.

TRANSITORY  PROVISIONS. 

2.  Existing  leases,  etc. — Present  officers. 

Leases  and  other  deeds  made  in  virtue  of 
the  repealed  act  shall  continue  to  exist 
under  the  present  act,  and  the  game-keep- 
ers and  other  officers  appointed  under  the 
repealed  act  shall  continue  to  perform  their 
duties  until  they  have  been  replaced  under 
the  term  of  this  act. 

3.  Effect  of  repeal. 

The  repeal  of  the  aforesaid  eighth  sec- 
tion shall  not  have  the  effect  of  remitting 
any  penalties  incurred  thereunder,  but  such 
penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  carried  into 
execution  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the 
repealed  act  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed.

(b)  In  all  other  towns  and  rural  muni- 
cipalities, the  tariff  shdl  be  $2.00-

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Export  of  game  prohibited. 

60-61  Victoria  (Can.),  chapter  16,  section  8. 

The  export  of  deer,  wild  turkeys,  quail, 
partridge,  prairie  fowl  and  woodcock,  in 
the  carcase  or  parts  thereof,  is  hereby  de- 
clared unla'-fui  and  prohibited;  and  any 
person  exporting  or  attempting  to  export 
any  such  article  shall,  for  each  such  offence, 
incur  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
the  article  so  attempted  to  be  exported 
shall  be  forfeited,  and  may,  on  reasonable 
cause  of  suspicion  of  intention  to  export, 
be  seized  by  any  officer  of  the  customs,  and, 
if  such  Jntention  is  proved,  shall  be  dealt 
with  as  for  breach  of  the  customs  laws; 
provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
the  export,  under  such  regulations  as  are 
made  ,  by  the  Governor  in  Cou  icil,  of  any 
carcase  or  part  thereof  of  any  d<'er  raised 
or  bred  by  any  person,  company  or  associa- 
tion of  persons  upon  his  or  their  own  lands. 

Regulations  respecting  the  export  of  deer 
(including  moose  and  caribou)  shot 
by  persons  not  domiciled  in 
Canada. 

The  following  regulationsy.  respecting  the 
export  of  deer  shot  by  persons  not  domi- 
ciled in  Canada  are  established : 

Deer,  when  shot  for  sport  under  provin- 
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cial  or  territorial  authority,  in  Canada,  by 
-any  persons  not  domiciled  in  Canada,  may 
be  exported  under  the  following  conditions 
and- limitations.:— 

1.  The  deer  may  be  exjported  only  at  the 
Customs  Ports  of  Halifax,  Yarmouth,  Ma- 
cadam Junction,  Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottawa, 
Kingston,  Niagara  Falls,  Fort  Erie,  Wind- 
sor, Sault  Ste-Marie,  Port  Arthur,  and  such 
other  ports  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by 
the  Minister  of  Customs  be  designated  for 
the  export  of  deer. 

2.  The  exportation  of  deer  in  the  carcase 
or  parts  thereof  (except  as  to  cured  deer 
heads  and  hides  of  deer)  shall  be  permitted 
only  during  or  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
''open  season"  allowed  for  shooting  deer 
under  the  'laws  of  the  province  or  territory 
where  the  deer  to  be  exported  has  been 
shot. 

3.  No  persons  shall  in  one  year  export 
more  than  the  whole  or  parts  of  two  deer, 
nor  shall  exportation  of  such  deer  be  made 
by  the  same  person  on  more  than  two  occa- 
sions during  one  calendar  year. 

4.  Deer  in  the  carcase  or  any  part  thereof 
which  has  been  killed  in  contravention  of 
any  provincial  or  territorial  law  shall  not 
be  exported,  nor  shall  any  deer  in  the  car- 
case or  parts  thereof  be  exported  without 
the  permit  of  the  collector  of  Customs  ac- 
companying the  shipment. 
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5-  A  person  not  domiciled  in  Canada, 
who  has  shot  deer  for  sport  and  not  for 
gain  or  hire,  under  provincia'l  or  territorial 
authority,  may  make  an  export  entry  in 
duplicate  of  deer  in  the  carcase  or  port^ 
thereof  so  shot  by  him  and  allowed  to  bo 
exported,  upon  subscribing  and  attestini^- 
before  a  collector  of  Customs  a  declaration 
in  the  following  form  to  be  annexd  to  sa^  ' 
export  entry,  viz: —

entered  for  exportation. 

The  collector  of  Customs  at  any  Cus- 
toms Port  of  Entry  designated  for  the  ex- 
port of  deer^  upon  receiving  the  said  export 
entries  duly  completed,  may  thereupon, 
under  the  seal  of  the  Custom  House,  issue 
his  permit  for  the  exportation  of  the  deer, 
if  satisfied  as  to  the  identity  of  the  sports- 
man and  that  the  exportation  is  not  pro- 
hibited.

Any  person,  who  wishes  to  export  any

affidavit  upon  the  face  of  the  export  entry

§  I.— INCORPORATION. 

"5493.  Fish  and  game  clubs  may  be 
formed. — Their  powers. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Min- 
ister of  Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries, 
and  subject  to  the  payment  of  such  fee  as 
may  be  determined  on,  grant  a  corporate 
existence  to  any  number  of  persons,  not 
less  than  five,  who  petition  therefor,  con- 
stituting such  persons,  and  all  others  who 
may  afterwards  become  members  of  the 
club  thereby  created,  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  for,  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to 
acquire  and  hold  such  property,  real  and 
personal,  as  may  be  necessary  and  requisite 
to  accomplish  the  objects  and  purposes  of 
their  incorporation.

§  2.— OBJECT  OF  CLUBS. 

"5494.  Aim  of  such  clubs. — Power  to  re- 
voke in  certain  cases. 

The  aim  and  lend  of  all  such  clubs  shall 
be  to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  and 
regulations  for  the  protection  of  fish  and 
game  in  the  Province- 
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Whenever  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  is '  satisfied,  U|pon  satisfactory  evi- 
dence, and  upon  report,  that .  any  club 
created  under  this  section  is  engaged  in 
any  other  pursuit  than  the  foregoing,  the 
powers  conferred  in  virtue  of  the  preceding 
article  shaM  be  revoked.

§  3.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

"5495-  Powers  of  clubs  to  adopt  by-laws, 
etc. — Coming  into  force  of  such  by-laws, 
etc. 

The  members  of  any  such  club  may  adopt 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
management  of  their  affairs  as  they  see  fit.

TO  ESTABI.ISH 

THE  LAUREMIDES  NATIONAL  PARK 


(Assented  to  12th  January,  1895.) 
Preamble.  ^ 

WHEREAS  it  is  in  the  public  interest 
that  a  forest  reservation  and  national  park 
be  established  in  this  Province  so  as  to  pre- 
serve  its  forests,  fish  and  game,  to  maintain 
an  even  water  supply,  and  to  encourage  the 
study  and  culture  of  forest  trees; 

Therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislature  of 
Quebec,  enacts  as  follows : 

I.  Certain  territory  witndrawn  from  sale, 
etc. — Certain  order  in  council  approved. 

The  territory  lying  near  and  enclosing 
the  head  waters  of  the  rivers  Montmo- 
rency, Jacques-Cartier,  Ste-Anne  de  la  Pe- 
rade,  Batiscan,  Metabetchouan,  Upikauba, 
Upica,  Chicoutimi,  Boisvert,  a  Mars,  Ha! 
Ha!  Murray  and  Ste.  Anne's,  described  as 
follows : 

All  that  part  of  the  vacant  Crown  Lands 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  situate  in  the 
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'counties  of  Montmorency,  Quebec  and 
Charlevoix,  bounded  as  follows : 

Towards  the  north,  by  the  southern  line 
of  timber  berth  south  half  of  144  lying 
between  Cedar  Lake  and  the  Metabet- 
chouan  river,  partly  by  the  southern  line 
of  the  counties  of  Lake  St.  John  and  Chi- 
coutimi,  comprised  between  the  east  bank 
of  the  Metabetchouan  to  the  west  and  the 
St.  Urbain  and  Grande  Baie  road  to  the 
east,  and  partly  by  the  southern,  western 
find  eastern  boundaries  of  timber  berths 
lying  on  the  rivers,  tributaries  of  Lakes 
St.  Jolin  and  Kenogami  and  of  the  Sague- 
nay  river;  to  the  east,  by  the  St.  Urbain 
and  Grande  Baie  road,  from  the  48th  pa- 
rallel of  north  latitude  to  its  intersection 
with  the  rear  line  of  the  seigniory  of  cote 
Beaupre ;  to  the  south-east,  by  the  rear  line 
of  the  seigniory  just  named,  and  by  the  rear 
line  of  Stoneham  and  Tewkesbury  town- 
ships; to  the  south-west,  by  the  easterly 
line  of  Tewkesbury  lownship,  and  by  the 
north-easterly  outline  of  fief  Hubert  and 
prolongation  thereof  to  its  intersection  with 
the  south-easterly  outlines  of  rivers  a 
Pierre  and  Batiscan  timber  berths,  and 
thence  to^  the  west  by  the  easterly  bound- 
aries of  said  berths  to  the  northern  line  of 
number  7  east  rear  Batiscan ;  thence  again 
to  the  west  by  the  east  bank  of  the  Meta- 
betchouan river,  to  the  48th  parallel  of 
north  latitude  aforesaid ;  the  whole  cover- 
ing a  superfieies  of  2531  square  miles,  more 
or  less,  set  aside    by  order  in  council  of 
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the  sixth  day  of  November,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four, — is  withdrawn  from 
sale  and  oecupancy,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided;  and  the  said  order  in  council,  ap- 
pendix A  of  this  act,  is  confirmed. 

2.  Territory  set  aside  for  park — Name. 

The  said  territory  is  set  apart  as  a  forest 
reservation,  fish  and  game  preserve,  public 
park  and  pleasure  ground,  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests, 
for  the  people  of  the  Province,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  regula- 
tions to  be  made  thereunder,  and  shall  be 
known  as  the  ''Laurentides  National  Park." 

3.  Other*  territory  may  be  annexed. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
add  to  the  park  any  adjoining  Crown  lands 
which  have  not  been  conc-eded. 

4.  Settlement  in  park  prohibited,  etc. 

No  person  shall,  except  under  lease,  li- 
cense or  permit,  locate,  settle  upon,  use  or 
occupy  any  portion  of  the  said  park,  nor 
shall  any  lease,  license  or  permit  be  made,, 
granted  or  issued  which  will  in  an}^  way 
impair  the  usefulness  of  the  park. 

"4a.  Application  of  sec.  4  to  certain  pro- 
visions. 

The  provisions  of  any  general  or  special 
act  authorizing  the  taking  possession  of  any 
part  of  the  Laurentides  National  Park  or 
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the  construction  of  any  works  within  the 
limits  thereof,  are  subject  to  the  appHication 
of  section  4  of  this  act.  6  Ed.  VII,  ch.  16, 
sec.  I. 

"5.  Appointment  of  superintendent. — Ap- 
pointment of  officers. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
appoint  a  superintendent  for  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  regula- 
tions thereunder. 

The  wardens,  rangers  and  other  necessary 
officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Minister 
of  Lands  and  Forests. 

6.  Power  of  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  to  make,  etc.,  regulations  for  cer- 
tain purposes. — Publication  of  regulations. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
make,  amend  and  revoke  regulations  for 
the  following  purposes : 

(a)  The  management,  preservation,  care 
and  improvement  of  the  park  and  of  the 
water-courses,  lakes,  trees  and  shrubbery, 
minerals,  natural  curiosities  and  other 
matters  therein; 

(b)  The  prevention  and  extinction  of 
fires ; 

(c)  The  preservation  and  protection  of 
the  fish,  game,  wild  birds  generally,  and  all 
animails  in  the  park,  and  the  destruction  of 
wolves,  bears  or  other  noxious,  injurious 
or  destructive  animals ; 
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(d)  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  supe- 
rintendent, wardens,  rangers  and  other  ne- 
cessary officers,  and  the  salary  and  other 
remuneration  to  be  allowed  them  out  of 
any  moneys  which  may  be  set  apart  for 
the  purpose; 

(e)  The  removal  and  exclusion  of  tres- 
passers, and  the  confiscation  or  destruction 
of  guns  or  other  firearms  or  explosives, 
traps,  nets,  spears  or  other  weapons  or  im- 
plements for  hunting  or  fishing  found  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  park  without  proper 
authority ; 

(f)  The  issuing  of  licenses  for  shops  and 
for  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  visi- 
tors and  places  where  trade  and  industries, 
necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  per- 
sons resorting  to  the  park,  may  be  carried 
on ; 

(g)  The  issuing  of  licenses  to  cut  timber 
within  the  limits  of  the  park  in  respect  of 
timber  berths  heretofore  sold,  and  for  the 
improvement  of  the  park,  and  for  firewood 
fqr  the  use  lof  persons  (engjaged  in  and 
about  the  park; 

(h)  The  working  of  mines  and  the  de- 
veloping of  mining  interests  within  the 
limits  of  the  park,  and  the  issuing  of  li- 
censes or  permits  of  occupation  for  such 
purpose,  and  for  exploring  or  prospecting 
for  mines  and  minerals ; 

(i)  The  lease  for  any  term  of  years  of 
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such  parcels  of  land  in  the  park  as  he 
deems  advisable  for  the  construction  of 
dwelling-houses  and  such  other  buildings 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  visitors  or  persons  resorting  to  the 
park ; 

(j)  And  generally,  all  purpose  necessary 
to  carry  this  act  into  effect. 

All  such  regulations  shall  be  published 
twice  in  the  Quebec  Official  Gazette,  and 
shall,  thereafter,  have  force  of  law. 

7.  Penalty  for  infringing  law  or  regula- 
tions. 

Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  act  or  any  of  the  regulations  made 
thereunder,  shall  be  liable  to  a  ipenalty  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars  and  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  with  costs,  and,  in  de- 
fault of  payment  thereof,  to  imprisonment 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  month 
nor  more  than  three  months,  with  or  with- 
out hard  labor- 

8.  Fishing  prohibited  without  license. 

No  person  shall  fish  within  the  waters  or 
hunt  within  the  limits  of  the  park,  with- 
out a  license  granted  by  the  Minister  oi 
Lands  ond  Forests  or  by  any  person  by  hiui 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  under  the  pen- 
alty provided  for  by  section  7  of  this  act. 

9.  Arrest  and  removal  of  offenders,  etc. 

The  superintendent  or  any  park  ranger 
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or  constable,  may,  on  view  and  without 
warrant,  arrest  and  bring  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  or  before  the  superintendent, 
to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law,  or  may 
arrest  and  remove  from  the  limits  of  the 
park  any  person  found  violating  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  or  the  regTilations  made 
thereunder. 

10.  Destruction  of  traps,  etc. 

All  nets,  traps,  spears,  firearms,  explo- 
sives, weapons  or  instruments  seized  under 
the  regulations  made  under  this  act,  and 
confiscated  shall  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds 
thereof,  after  deducting  the  necessary  ex- 
penses, shall  be  applied  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

11.  Cutting  of  timber. 

No  timber  or  wood  shall  be  felled'  or  cut 
within  the  limits  of  the  park,  except  under 
the  authority  of  a  timber  license  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to 
woods  and  forests  or  any  regulations 
thereunder,  or  by  the  authority  of  the  Mi- 
nister of  Lands  and  Forests,  or  under  the 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  park. 

12.  Rights  under  license  not  to  com- 
prise infringing  regulations  respecting  park. 

A  license  to  cut  timber  upon  any  lands 
being  part  of  the  park  shall  not  entitle  the 
holder  thereof  to  exclusive  possession  of 
such  land  or  territory  as  against  the  Crown 
or  the  agents  or  servants  thereof,  nor  shall 
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any  such  license  exempt  the  holder  thereof, 
his  agents  or  servants  from  the  prohibi- 
tions relating  to  fishing,  hunting  and  the 
carrying  and  using  of  firearms  within  the 
limits  of  the  park. 

13.  Mining,  etc.,  prohibited,  except  under 
regulations. 

'  Mining  exploration  or  prospecting  for 
minerals  within  the  park  is  prohibited,  ex- 
cept in  accordance  with  the  regulations  to 
be  made  in  that  behalf. 

14.  Sale  of  liquors  prohibited^  etc. 

No  license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  li- 
quors within  the  park  shall  be  issued;  and 
any  intoxicating  liquor  found  within  the 
limits  of  the  park  and  held  for  the  purpose 
of  sale  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  The 
Quebec  License  Law  may  be  seized  and 
destroyed  by  any  park  ranger  or  by  any 
constable  or  collector  of  provincial  revenue 
having  authority;  and  the  said  rangers 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  of 
a  collector  of  provincial  revenue  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  The 
Quebec  License  Law  and  the  provisions  of 
this  act  therein. 

15.  Certain  statutes  to  apply  to  park. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  withdraw 
the  said  territory  comprising  the  park  nor 
that  within  a  mile  from  any  part  thereof 
from  the  operation  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
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respecting  fisheries  and  the  game  laws,  ex- 
cept where  it  is  otherwise  provided. 

1 6.  Damages  suffered  may  be  collected 
from  offenders. 

In  addition  to  any  penalty  provided  by 
this  act  or  by  the  regulations  made  there- 
under, the  offender  shall  be  liable  for  all 
damages  caused  by  him,  and  the  same  may 
be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

17.  Territorial  jurisdiction  of  superin- 
tendent. 

The  superintendent  shall  within  the  li- 
mits of  the  said  park  and  for  one  mile  from 
any  part  thereof,  for  the  purposes  of  en- 
forcing law  and  order  and  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  of  any  regulations  which 
may  be  made  by  virtue  thereof,  have  all 
the  powers,  right  and  privileges  of  a  police 
magistrate. 

18.  Place  of  imprisonment  of  offenders. 

Any  person  arrested  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  re- 
gulations made  thereunder,  punishable 
under  summary  conviction  by  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  or  the  superintendent,  may, 
either  before  or  after  conviction,  be  im- 
prisoned in  the  common  gaol  or  any  lock- 
up within  the  districts  of  Quebec,  Chicou- 
timi  or  Saguenay,  whichever  may  to  the 
justice  or  superintendent  appear  to  be  the 
most  convenient. 
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19.  Complainant,  competent  witness, — 
Defendant  may  be  compelied  to  answer. 

Upon  the  hearing-  of  any  information  or 
complaint  made  under  this  act  or  under  the 
regulations  thereunder,  the  person  giving 
the  information  or  complaint  shall  be  a 
competent  witness,  notwithstanding  such 
person  may  be  -entitled  to  part  of  the  pe- 
cuniary penalty  on  the  conviction  of  the 
offender,  and  the  defendant  shall  also  be  a 
compietent  and  compellable  witness. 

20.  Before  whom  prosecutions  are 
brought. 

All  prosecutions  for  the  punishment  of 
any  offence  under  this  act,  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  may  take  place  before  any 
police  magistra'te,  or  one  or  more  justices 
of  the  peace,  or  before  the  superintendent. 

21.  Application  ot  penalty, — Superinten- 
dent, etc.,  not  to  share  in  penalty. 

One  half  of  every  fine  or  penalty  im- 
posed, by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  beiong  to 
Her  Majesty,  and  may  be  devoted  towards 
paying  the  expenses  incurred  in  carrying 
out  its  provisioi  s,  and  the  other  h.At  there- 
of, when  collected,  shall  be  paid  oycv  to 
the  prosecutor  or  informant,  together  with 
any  costs  which  he  may  have  incurred  and 
which  may  be  collected. 

The  superintendent,  rangers  or  other  of 
the  park  employees,  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  share  of  any  fine  or  penalty. 
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22.  Laws  to  apply  to  prosecutions. 

The  provisions  and  the  forms  of  the  Cri- 
minal Code,  1892,  respecting  summary  con- 
victions, shall  govern  prosecutions  and  pro- 
ceedings under  this  act,  in  so  far  as  applic- 
able. 

23.  Application  of  revenues. — Certain 
sum  granted  for  expenses  of  park. 

ALl  revenue  derived  from  the  issue  of  li- 
^censes  and  permits,  and  the  granting  of 
leases  under  this  act,  shall  be  paid  into  a 
special  fund  and  be  applied  to  paying  the 
expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  its  pro- 
visions; and,  until  such  fund  is  sufficient, 
a  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum 
is  appropriated  for  any  expenditure  which 
may  be  incurred  by  the  Minister  of  Lands 
and  Forests,  therefor. 

24.  Rights  not  affected. 

This  act  shall  no^t  affect  any  rights  under 
any  timber  license  or  leases  to  any  person 
•or  to.  any  fish  or  game  club. 

25.  Coming  into  force. 

This  act  shall  come  into  force  on  the 
^day  of  its  sanction.

Copy  of  a  report  of  a  Committee  of  the 
Honourable  the  Executive  Council, 
dated  the  i6th  November,  1894,  ap- 
proved by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  on 
the  6th  November,  1894. 

No.  574. 

On  the  setting  apart  of  certain  timber  lands 
for  establishing  a  national  park. 

The  Honourable  the  Commissioner  of 
Crown  Lands,  in  a  report  dated  the  fifth  of 
November  instant  (1894),  sets  forth: 

That  it  lis  desirable  that  a  certain  portion 
of  the  timber  lands  in  this  Province  be  set 
apart  as  a  National  Park,  with  a  view  to 
preserve  the  forest^  fish  and  game,  to  main- 
tain an  even  water  supply  and  encourage 
the  study  and  culture  of  forest  trees  and  for 
other  reasons ; 

That  such  forest  reserves  have  been  es- 
tablished and  found  to  be  beneficial  in  the 
United  States  and  in  different  parts  of 
Canada ; 

That  a  certain  portion  of  the  township 
of  Grandison,  in  this  Province,  has  already 
been  set  apart  as  such  forest  reserve  by 
Order  in  Council  of  the  nineteenth  July 
last,  under  the  name  of  the  ''Trembling' 
Mountain  Park"  (Pare  de  la  Montague 
Tremblante)  ; 
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That  the  territory  hereafter  described  is 
well  adapted  fpr  -the  purpose,  being  largely 
unfit  for  settlement,  not  under  licence,  to 
cut  timber,  well  provided  with  fish  and 
game,  comprising  the  head  waters  of  seve^ 
ral  large  rivers,  and  within  easy  access 
from  the  centers  of  population,  viz:  all  that 
part  of  the  vacant  and  unlicensed  Crown 
Lands  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  situate 
in  the  counties  of  Montmorency,  Quebec 
and  Charlevoix,  bounded  as  follows :  to- 
wards the  North,  by  the  Southern  line  of 
timber  berth  S-J  144,  lying  between  Cedar 
Lake  and  the  Metabetchouan  river;  partly 
to  the  Southern  line  of  Counties  of  Lake 
St.  John  and  Chicoutimi,  comprised  be- 
tween the  East  Bank  of  the  Metabetchouan 
to  the  West,  and  the  St.  Urbain  and  Gran- 
de Bade  road  to  the  East,  and  partly  by  the 
Southern,  Western  and  Eastern  boundaries 
of  timber  berths  lying  on  tlie  rivers,  tri- 
butaries of  Lake  St.  John  and  Ketiogami 
and  of  the  Saguenay  River;  to  the  East,  by 
the  St.  Urbain  and  Grande  Bale  road,  from 
the  forty-eighth  parallel  of  North  latitude, 
to  its  intersection  with  the  rear  line  of  the 
seigniory  of  Cote  Beaupre ;  to  the  South- 
east, by  the  rear  line  of  the  seigniory  just 
named,  and  by  the  rear  line  of  Stoneham 
and  Tewkesbury  townships ;  to  the  West, 
by  the  Easterly  line  of  Tewkesbury  town- 
ship, and  by  the  North  Easterly  outline  of 
fief  Hubert  and  prolongation  thereof,  to  its 
intersection  with  the  South-Easterly  out- 
lines of  rivers  a  Pierre  and  Batiscan  timber 
berths,  and  thence  by  the  Easterly  bound- 
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arks  of  said  berths  to  the  Northern  line  of 
number  seven  East  rear  Batiscan;  thence, 
again  to  the  West,  by  the  East  bank  of  the 
Metabetchouan  River,  to  the  forty-eighth 
parallel  of  North  latitude  aforesaid;  the 
w^hole,  as  shown  by  a  purple  line  -on  the 
map,  covering  a  superficies  of  2531  square 
miles,  or  1,639,640  more  or  less. 

Therefore,  the  Honourable  the  Commis- 
:sion€r  recommends  that  the  above  described 
territory  be  set  iapart  as  a  forest  reserve 
for  the  establishment  of  a  National  Park, 
under  the  name  of  the  "Laurentides  Park" 
{{Pare  des;  Laurentides) ,  and  that  the  ne- 
cessary legislation  in  this  connectdon  be 
obtained  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature-

That  a  portion  of  said  territory  is  held 
under  license  to  cut  timber,  and  it  is  ad-^ 
visable,  in  consequence,  to  control,  to  a 
certain  extent,  the  fishing  and  hunting  car- 
ried on  therein,  which,  as  obtained  at  pre- 
sent, as  a  menace  to  said  timber  lands; 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  said  ter- 
ritory, as  above  described,  be  annexed  to, 
and  form  part  of  the  Laurentides  National 
Park.

Concerning  the  regulations  for  the  man- 
agement^ control  and  care  of  the 
Laureiitides  National  Park. 

The  Honourable  the  Commissiioner  of 
Crowji  Lands,  in  a  report  dated  the 
fifteenth  of  January  instant  (1896),  sets 
forth : 

That  in  virtue  of  clause  6  of  chapter  22 
of  58  Victoria,  establishing  said  park,  it  is 
desirable  that  regulations  be  drawn  up  and 
adopted  for  the  purpose  specified. 

In  consequence,  it  is  ordered  that  the  fol- 
lowing constitute  said  regulations,  viz : 

I.  The  general  management  -shall  be  vest- 
ed in  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands ; 
and  the  superintendent,  together  with  such 
officers  as  the  Commissioner  may  appoint, 
shall,  under  his  directions,  supervise,  man- 
age, control  and  care  for  said  park,  with 
full  power  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  fol- 
lowing provisions  and  rules,  as  well  as  any 
other  portions  of  said  Act  not  herein  dealt 
with : 
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(a)  The  preservation  and  care  of  the 
water-courses,  lakes,  etc.,  and  the  forests, 
lands  and  minerals; 

(b)  The  prevention  and  extinction  of 
forest  fires; 

(c)  The  protection  of  fish  and  game  of  all 
kinds,  and  the  destruction  of  obnoxious  ani- 
mals and  birds; 

(d)  The  manner  of  dealing  with  trespas- 
sers, the  confiscation  or  destruction  of«fire- 
arms,  explosives,  traps,  nets,  fishing  tackle, 
or  any  other  contrivances  for  hunting,  fish- 
ing or  trapping  of  whatsoever  nature  or 
description; 

(e)  The  issuing  of  licenses  for  hotels, 
shops  or  houses  for  accommodation  of  vi- 
sitors ; 

(f)  The  issuing  of  licenses  to  cut  timber, 
or  to  remove  any  forest  produts; 

(g)  The  issuing  of  prospecting  licenses 
and  the  working  and  development  of  mines ; 

(h)  The  leasing  of  lands  for  houses,  etc., 
for  the  facilities  of  visitors  and  tourists ; 

(i)  The  adjustment  of  any  special  cases 
not  herein  provided  for; 

2.  The  Commissioner  will  define  the  duties 
of  the  superintendent  and  other  necessary 
officers,  and  regulate  the  remuneration  to 
be  granted  each; 
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3-  That  all  visitors  to  the  park  dO'  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  ^establish- 
ing  same  and  also  these  regulations ; 

4.  That  a  register  be  kept  of  namies  and 
addresses  of  all  persons  visiting  the  park; 

5.  That  no  mutilation  or  destruction  of 
any  standing  growling  timber  be  permitted 
beyond  what  is  absolutely  necessar}^  for 
the  purpose  of  camping; 

6.  That  all  camp  fires  be  carefully  guard- 
ed and  extinguished  before  leaving  the  spot,, 
and  that  all  provisions  of  the  Fire  Act  be 
strictly  observed; 

7.  That  the  only  manner,  of  taking  fish 
permissible  in  the  waters  of  the  park  be 
that  known  as  fly-fishing;  that  fish  taken 
in  other  manner  be  held  to  have  been  taken 
illegally; 

8.  That  the  trapping  of  fur-bearing  ani- 
mals in  the  park  be  strictly  prohibited ; 


I,  W.  C.  J.  Hall,  acting  superintendent  of 
the  Laurentides  National  Park,  beg  to  re- 
commend for  adoption  tbe  subjoined  sche- 
dule of  charges  for  parties  visiting  the  park 
for  angling  and  hunting  purposes,  etc. :

APPENDIX  B. 


AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  THE  GASPESIAN 
RESERVE 


(Assented  to  gth  March,  1906.) 

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  and  expe- 
dient that  a  certain  part  of  the  unsurveyed 
and  ungranted  lands  of  the  Crown  in  the 
Peninsula  of  Gaspe  be  erected  into  a  forest 
reserve  with  the  view  to  the  preservation 
of  the  forest  whilst  permitting  the  cutting 
of  timber  as  provided  for  by  the  regula- 
tions thus  ensuring  the  maintenance  of  na- 
tural irrigation  as  it  at  present  exists  and 
which  is  necessary  to  the  most  successful 
preservation  of  the  agricultural  industry 
and  for  the  production  and  perpetuation  of 
the  fish  and  game  in  the  said  region. 

Therefore,  His  Majesty,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Quebec, 
enacts  as  follows: 

I.  Certain  territory  withdrawn  from  sale, 
and  certain  order  in  council  confirmed. 

The  territory  lying  partly  in  the  county 
of  Matane  and  partly  in  the  county  of 
Gaspe,  described  as  follows : 

"Commencing  on  the  division  line  be- 
tween the  county  of  Matane  and  the  county 
of  Bonaventure  at  the  intersection  of  the 
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67th  meridian  of  east  longitude  with  the 
rear  line  of  the  county  of  Bonaventure; 
thence    along  the  said    rear  line  of  the 
county  of  Bonaventure,  and  the  continua- 
tion thereof  on  the  same    bearing  to  the 
65th  meridian  o'f  east    longitude  at  Lake 
Edward  in  the  county    of  Gaspe;  thence 
north  along  the  said  65th  meridian  to  the 
49th  parallel  of  north  latitude ;  thence  west 
along  the  said  49th  parallel  to  its  inter- 
section with  the  rear  line  of  the  township 
of  Cape  Chat;  thence  following  the  rear 
lines  of  the  townsliips  of  Romieu,  Dali- 
baire  and  Cherbourg  in  the  county  of  Ma- 
tane  to  the  67th  meridian  aforesaid ;  thence 
south  along  the  said  67th  meridian  to  the 
place  of  beginning;  comprising  an  area  of 
about  2,500  square  miles,  more  or  less,"  as 
set  apart  as  a  forest  reserve  by  order  in 
council  of  the  28th  April,    1905,  is  with- 
drawn from  sale  and  occupancy,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided ;  and  the  said  order  in 
council,  schedule  of  this  act,  is  confirmed. 

2.  Territory  set  apart  as  a  preserve. — 
Name. 

The  said  territory  is  set  apart  as  a  forest 
reservation,  fish  and  game  preserve,  public 
park  and  pleasure  ground,  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests 
for  the  people  of  the  Province,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  regula- 
tions to  be  made  thereunder,  and  is  further 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Minister  of 
Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries  in  so  far 
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as  hunting-  and  fishing  therein  are  concern- 
ed, and  shall  be  known  as  the:  "Gaspesian 
Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Preserve." 

3.  Power  to  add  to  preserve. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
may  add  to  the  preserve  any  adjoining 
Crown  lands  which  have  not  been  con- 
ceded. 

4.  Settlement  therein  prohibited. 

No  person  shall,  except  under  lease,  li- 
cense or  permit,  locate,  settle  upon,  use  or 
occupy  any  portion  of  the  said  preserve, 
nor  shall  any  lease,  license  or  permit  be 
made,  granted  or  issued  which  will  in  any 
way  impair  the  usefulness  of  the  preserve. 

5.  Provisions  of  certain  acts  subject  to 
application  of  preceding  section. 

The  provisions  of  any  general  or  special 
act  authorizing  ithje  taking  possession  of 
any  part  of  the  Gaspesian  Forests,  Fish 
and  Game  Preserve  or  the  construction  of 
any  works  within  the  limits  thereof  ::!re 
subject  to  the  application  of  the  prcj-cdni'^ 
section. 

6.  Appointment  of  superintendent  and  of 
officers. 

The  'Lieutenant-Govfernor  In  Counqil 
may  appoint  a  superintendent  for  carrying 
out  thie  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  re- 
gulations thereunder. 
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The  wardens,  rangers  and  other  neces- 
sary officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mi- 
nister of  Lands  and  Forests,  or  the  Min- 
ister of  Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

7.  Power  of  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  to  make  regulations  for  certain 
purposes. — Publication  of  regulations. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
may  make,  amend  and  revoke  regulations 
for  the  following  purposes: 

a.  The  management,  preservation,  care 
and  improvement  of  the  preserve  and  of 
the  water-courses,  lakes,  trees  and  shrub- 
bery, minerals,  natural  curiosities  and  other 
matters  therein; 

b.  The  prevention  and  extinction  of  fires ; 

c.  The  preservation  and  protection  of  the 
fish,  game,  wild  birds  generally,  and  all 
animals  in  the  preserve,  and  the  destruc- 
tion of  wolves,  bears  and  other  noxious, 
injurious  or  destructive  animals; 

d.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  super- 
intendent, wardens,  rangers  and  other  ne- 
cessary officers,  and  the  salary  and  other 
remuneration  to  be  allowed  them  out  of 
any  moneys  which  may  be  set  ai)art  for 
the  purpose; 

e.  The  removal  and  exclusion  of  tres- 
passers, and  the  confiscation  or  destruc- 
tion of  guns  or  other,  firearms  or  explo- 
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sives,  traps,  nets,  spears  or  other  weapons 
or  implements  for  hunting  or  fishing 
found  within  the  limits  of  the  preserve 
without  proper  authority; 

f.  The  issuing  of  licenses  for  shops  and 
for  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  visi- 
tors and  places  where  trade  and  industries, 
necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  per- 
sons resorting  to  the  preserve,  may  be 
carried  on; 

g.  The  issuing  of  licenses  to  cut  timber 
within  the  limits  of  the  preserve  in  respect 
of  timber  berths  heretofore  sold,  and  for 
the  improvement  of  the  preserve,  and  for 
fire-wood  for  the  use  of  persons  engaged  in 
and  about  the  preserve; 

h.  The  working  of  mines  and  the  deve- 
loping of  mining  interests  within  the  limits 
of  the  preserve,  and  the  issuing  of  licenses 
or  permits  of  occupation  for  'SUch  purpose, 
and  for  exploring  or  prospecting  for  mines 
and  minerals; 

i.  The  dease  for  any  term  of  years  6f  such 
parcels  of  land  in  the  preserve  as  he  deems 
advisable  for  the  construction  of  dwelling- 
houses  and  such  other  buildings  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  visi- 
tors or  persons  resorting  to  the  preserve; 

j.  And,  generally,  all  purposes  necessary 
to  carry  this  act  into  efifeot, 

All  such  regulations  shall  be  published 
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twice  in  the  Quebec  Official  Gazette,  and 
shall,  thereafter,  have  force  o'f  law. 

8.  Penalty  for  infringing  law  or  regula- 
tions. 

Any  iperson  violating  any  provision  of 
this  act  or  any  of  the  regulations  made 
thereunder,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars  and  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars;  with  costs,  and,  in  de- 
fault of  payment  thereof,  to  imprisonment 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  month, 
nor  more  than  three  months,  with  or  with- 
out hard  labor. 

9.    Fishings    etc.,    without   license  pro- 
hibited. 

No  person  shall  fish  within  the  waters  or 
hunt  within  the  limits  of  the  preserve, 
without  a  license  granted  by  the  Minister 
of  Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries  or  by 
a  person  by  him  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, under  the  penalty  provided  for  by 
section  8  of  this  act. 

10.  Arrest  and  removal  of  offenders. 

The  superintendent  or  any  preserve 
ranger  or  constable  may,  c>n  view  and 
without  warrant,  arrest  and  bring  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  before  the  super- 
intendent, to  be  dealt  with  according  to 
law,  or  may  arrest  and  remove  from  the 
limits  of  the  preserve  any  person  found 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the 
regulations  made  thereunder. 


11.  Destruction  of  nets,  etc. 

All  nets,  traps,  spears,  firearms,  explo- 
sives, weapons  or  instruments,  seized 
under  the  regulations  made  under  this  act 
and  confiscated,  shall  be  sold,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof,  after  deducting  the  necessary 
expenses,  shall  be  applied  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

12.  Cutting  of  timber. 

No  timber  or  wood  shall  be  felled  or  cut 
within  the  limits  of  the  preserve,  except 
under  the  authority  oi  a  timber  license 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  re- 
lating to  woods  and  forests  or  any  regula- 
tions thereunder,  or  by  the  authority  of 
the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  or  under 
the  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
preserve. 

13.  Rights  of  licensee  not  to  comprise  in- 
fringing regulations  respecting  preserve, 

A  license  to  cut  timber  upon  any  lands 
being  part  of  the  preserve  shall  not  en- 
title the  holder  thereof  to  exclusive  pos- 
session of  such  land  or  territory  as  against 
the  Crown  or  the  agents  or  servants 
thereof,  nor  shall  any  such  license  exempt 
the  holder  thereof,  his  agents  or  servants, 
from  the  prohibitions  relating  to  fishing,, 
hunting  and  the  carrying  and  using  of  firt:- 
arms  within  the  limits  of  the  preserve. 
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13.  Mining,  etc.,  prohibited  except  under 
Tegulations. 

Mining  exploration  or  prospecting  for 
minerals  within  the  preserve  is  prohibited 
except  in  accordance  with  the  regulations 
to  be  made  in  that  behalf. 

15.  Sale  of  liquors  prohibited. 

No  license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  within  the  preserve  shall  be  issued 
and  any  intoxicating  liquor  found  within 
the  limits  of  the  preserve  and  held  for  the 
purpose  of  sale  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Quebec  License  Law  may  be  seized 
and  destroyed  by  any  preserve  ranger  or 
by  any  constable  or  collector  of  provincial 
revenue  having  authority;  and  the  said 
rangers  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  au- 
thority of  a  collector  of  provincial  revenue 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  the  Quebec  License  Law  and  the  pro- 
A^isions  of  this  act  therein. 

16.  Certain  statutes  to  apply  to  preserve. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  withdraw 
the  said  territory  comprising  the  preserve 
nor  that  within  a  mile  from  any  part  there- 
of from  the  operation  of  the  Revised  Sta- 
tutes respecting  fisheries  and  the  game 
laws,  except  where  it  is  otherwise  provided. 

17.  Damages  suffered  may  be  collected 
from  offenders. 

In  addition  to  any  penalty  provided  by 
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this  act  or  by  the  regulations  made  there- 
under, the  offender  shall  be  (liable  for  all 
damages  caused  by  him,  and  the  same  may 
be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  ju- 
risdiction. 

18.  Territorial  jurisdiction  of  superinten- 
dent. 

The  superintendent  shall,  within  the  li- 
mits of  the  said  preserve  and  for  one  mile 
from  any  part  thereof,  for  the  purposes  of 
enforcing  law  and  order  and  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  of  any  regulations  which 
may  be  made  by  virtue  thereof,  have  all 
the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  of  a 
police  magistrate. 

19.  Place  of  imprisonment  of  offenders. 

Any  person  arrested  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  re- 
gulations made  thereunder,  punishable 
upon  summary  conviction  by  a  justice  of 
the  peace  or  the  superintendent,  may, 
either  before  or  after  conviction,  be  im- 
prisoned in  the  common  gaol  or  any  lock- 
up within  the  district  of  Rimouski  or  Gas- 
pe,  whichever  may  to  the  justice  or  super- 
intendent appear  to  be  the  most  conve- 
nient. 

20.  Complainant  competent  witness,  etc. 

Upon  the  hearing  of  any  information  or 
complaint  made  under  this  act  or  under 
the  regulations  thereunder,  the  person  giv- 
ing the  information  or  complaint  shall  be 
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a  competent  witness,  notwithstanding  such 
person  may  be  entitled  to  part  of  the  pe- 
cuniary penalty  on  the  conviction  of  the 
offender,  and  the  defendant  shall  also  be  a 
competent  and  compellable  witness. 

21.  Before  whom  prosecutions  are 
brought. 

All  prosecutions  for  the  punishment  of 
any  offence  under  this  act,  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  may  take  place  before  any 
police  magistrate,  or  one  or  more  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  or  before  the  super- 
intendent. 

22.  Application  of  penalty. — Super- 
intendent, etc.,  not  to  share  in  penalty. 

One-half  of  every  'fine  or  pertalty  im- 
posed by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  belong  to 
His  Majesty,  and  may  be  devoted  towards 
paying  the  expenses  incurred  in  carrying 
out  its  provisions,  and  the  other  half  there- 
of, when  collected,  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  prosecutor  or  informant,  together  with 
any  costs  which  he  may  have  incurred  and 
which  may  be  collected. 

The  superintendent,  rangers  or  other 
employees  of  the  preserve  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  any  share  of  any  fine  or  penalty. 

23.  Law  to  apply  to  prosecutions. 

The  provisions  and  the  forms  of  the  Cri- 
minal Code,  1892,  respecting  summary  con- 
victions, shall  govern    prosecutions  and 
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proceedings  under  this  act,  in  so  'far  as  ap- 
pi  i  cable. 

24.  Application  of  revenues. — Certain 
sum  granted  for  expenses  of  preserve. 

All  revenue  derived  from  the  issue  of  ii- 
<:enses  and  permits,  and  the  granting  of 
leases  under  this  act,  shall  be  paid  into  a 
special  fund  and  be  applied  to  paying  the 
expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  its  pro- 
visions ;  and,  until  such  fund  is  sufficient, 
a  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  an- 
num is  appropriated  for  any  expenditure 
which  may  be  incurred  by  the  Minister  of 
Lands  and  Forests  therefor. 

25.  Rights  not  affected. 

This  act  shall  not  affect  any  rights  under 
any  timber  license  or  leases  to  any  person 
or  to  any  fish  or  game  club. 

26.  Coming  into  force. 

This  act  shall  come  into  force  on  the  day 
its  ^sanction.

On  the  setting  apart  of  a  portion  of  the 
Peninsula  of  Gaspe  as  a  Forest  Rj- 
serve  under  the  act  4  Edward 
VII,  chapter  13,  section  7. 

The  Honorable  Minister  of  Lands,  Mines 
and  Fisheries,  in  a  report  dated  the  twenty- 
seventh  of  April,  1905,  sets  forth : 

That  it  is  desirable  and  expedient  that  a 
certain  part  of  the  unsurveyed  and  ungrant- 
ed  lands  of  the  Crown  in  the  Peninsula  of 
Gaspe,  be  erected .  into  a  Forest  Reserve, 
with  the  following  object  in  view,  viz  :— 
the  preservation  of  the  forests,  whilst  per- 
mitting the  cutting  of  timber  as  provided 
for  by  the  regulations  now  or  hereafter  in 
force,  thus  insuring  the  maintenance  of  na- 
tural irrigation  as  exists  at  present  and 
which  is  necessary  to  the  most  successful 
prosecution  of  the  agricultural  industry, 
and  for  the  protection  and  perpetuation  of 
the  fish  and  game  in  said  region;  , 

That  such  reserves  as  herein  described 
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have  been  established  on  a  large  scale  in 
the  neighboring  Provinces  and  in  the 
United  States  and  are  continually  be'i?g 
enlarged  and  added  to,  and  that  where  such 
reserves  have  been  created  years  ago,  the 
results  have  already  been  found  produclive 
of  good  to  the  public  at  large; 

That  the  territory  in  question  is  b")..;nd- 
ed  as  follows: 

"Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the 
67th  meridian,  thence  along  the  rear  line  of 
Bonaventure  county;  thence  on  the  same 
bearing  to  the  65th  meridian  at  Lake 
Edward;  thence  north  along  the  65tti  me- 
ridian to  the  49th  parallel ;  thence  wes-  t 
along  the  49th  parallel  to  the  intersection 
with  rear  line  of  township  Cap  Chat; 
thence  following  rear  line  of  townships 
Romieu,  Dalibaire  and  Cherbourg  to  the 
67th  meridian;  thence  south  along  the  67th 
meridian  to  the  place  of  beginning,  com- 
prising an  area  of  about  2,500  square  miles, 
more  or  less ;" 

That  the  territory  above  described  is 
eminently  adapted  for  the  purpose  stated, 
being  largely  unfit  for  settlement,  numer- 
ous large  and  important  rivers  taking  their 
rise  therein,  and  being  well  stocked  with 
fish  and  game,  all  of  which  it  is  in  the 
public  interest  to  protect; 

Therefore  the  Honorable  Minister  recom- 
mends that  the  above  described  territory 
be  set  apart  as  a  Forest    Reserve,  under 
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the  name  of  ''The  Gaspesian  Forest  Re- 
serve," in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
cf  llie  act  4  Edward  VII,  ch.  13,  sec.  7.
